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PROCEEDINGS 


Currie,  N.  C,  August  2,  1928. 

The  Daughters  of  Zion  Auxiliary  met  with  Caintuck  Baptist  Church,  the 
above  named  date  in  its  fiftieth  annual  session.  President  A.  M.  Kea,  pre- 
siding.   Rev.  14  T.  Bonds,  pastor.

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Re-assembled  per  program. 

Sisters  Mary  Hawes  and  Mary  E.  Sllars  opened  devoaion  by  singing 
hymn  No;  228.  "Alas  and  did  my,  Saviour  bleed,"  &c.  Reading  for  a  Scrip- 
ture lesson  from  iS't.  John,  the  10th  chapter.  Sister  Alice  Fennell  led  in 
a  fervent  prayer.  Second  choice,  No.  369,  "Amazing  Grace,  how  sweet  the 
sound,"  etc.  The  congregation  seemed  to  be  moved  by  the  Spirit  to  sing 
God's  praise  in  this  hymn. 

Devotion  being  closed  the  President  announced  the  house  in  order  foi 
business. 

On  motion  the  minutes  of  the  A  M.  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  Introductory  sermon  that  had  been  postponed  until  the  afternoon 
was  now  called  for  by  the  Counsellor.  Rev.  L,.  G.  Boykin  having  been  billed 
to  preach  ascended  the  rostrum  with  Rev.  Willie  Johnson  alternate. 

Rev.  Johnson  opened  devotion  by  singing  hymn  No.  424,  "Soldiers  of 
Christ  arise,"  etc.  Reading  a  portion  of  the  8th  chapter  of  Romans.  Rev. 
T.  A.  Powers  prayed  God's  blessings  on  the  Auxiliary. 

The  Counsellor  then  arose  and  presented  the  speaker  for  the  hour  in  the 
person  of  Rev.  Ben  Boykin.  He  arose  and  announced  his  text  from  Esther

Rev.  L.  A.  Rayford  and  son  coming  to  us  from  Raleigh,  asked  to  speak 
a  few  words  as  he  must  return  to  the  All-Baptist  Convention  in  Raleigh. 

The  Counsellor  asked  that  business  be  suspended  that  all  visitors  present 
be  introduced.  Each  visitor  was  introduced  to  the  Auxiliary  by  the  Coun- 
sellor. They  came  forward  and  expressed  great  pleasure  for  having  the 
privilege  of  meeting  with  a  band  of  Women  Workers  for  the  Master's  King- 
dom Rev.  Rayford  said,  "That  he  came  here  to  invite  you  to  come  and  sit 
with  us  at  Union  Hill,  in  your  next  session."  His  son  said,  "That  it  would 
have  been  a  pleasure  to  him  to  have  had  this  band  of  women  with  him, 
whilst  on  the  battle  field."  He  said,  "That  much  good  could  have  been  done 
by  them  in  caring  for  the  sick  and  wounded."

THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION. 

The  Auxiliary  met  per  program.  The  sisters  engaged  in  a  lively  song 
service  while  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  the  speaker. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  Temperance  sermon,  Rev.  P.  B  Bynum, 
who  was  billed  to  preach  being  still  absent,  Rev.  Timothy  Powell,  his 
alternate  was  asked  to  fill  his  place. 

Rev.  Powers  ascended  the  rostrum  with  Rev.  Leslie  Carr  alternate.  He 
opened  devbtion  by  singing  hymn  No  60,  "Amazing  Grace,  how  sweet  it 
sounds,"  etc.  Then  reading  a  Scripture  lesson  from  the  4th  chapter  of 
Hebrews.  Then  Rev.  Willie  Johnson  prayed  God  to  continue  His  blessings 
upon  the  Auxiliary.

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  Education  sermon  business  was  suspend- 
ed. The  program  called  for  Rev.  J.  N.  McNight  to  preach.  He  being  absent 
Rev.  L.  T.  Bonds  his  alternate,  filled  the  stand  with  Rev.  Naman  Peterson 
as  alternate.  Rev.  Peterson  sang  hymn  No.  637,  "I  love  thy  Kingdom, 
Lord,"  etc.  At  this  end  the  Counsellor  presented  the  speaker.  He  arose 
and  congratulated  himself  for  having  met  this  body  of  women  upon  so  grand 
an  occasion.  He  then  announced  his  text  from  Isaiah  54.10.  Words  used: 
For  the  mountain  shall  depart  and  the  hills  be  removed;  but  my  kindness 
shall  not  depart  from  thee,  neither  shall  the  covenant  of  my  peace  be  re- 
moved, saith  the  Lord  that  hath  mercy  on  thee.  Subject:  "God's  faith  in 
man."  The  sermon  was  a  masterpiece,  powerful  in  spiritual  thoughts,  and 
appealing  in  its  earnestness  to  the  waiting  congregation;  also  simple  in  its 
explanation  that  all  could  easily  see  whyj  God  has  faith  in  man.

Sister  Annie  J.  Hill  and  Nannie  L.  Smith  conducted  devotion  by  singing 
hymn  No,  882,  "Prayer  is  the  soul's  sincere  desire,"  etc.  Reading  a  portion 
of  the  13th  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians.  Sister  Lizzie  Newkirk  led  in  a  fer- 
vent prayer.  Second  selection  No.  674,  "O  for  a  faith  that  will  not  shrink," 
etc.,  was  sung  with  uplifted  voices. 

Devotion  being  closed  the  President  announced  the  house  in  order  for 
business. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  adopted.

Dr.  W.  H.  Moore  becoming  enthusiastic  over  the  report  on  Education  said 
let  this  grand  work  continue  to  go  forward  until  all  victories  shall  have 
been  won  by  the  All-Baptist  world  over.  I  am  asking  you  to  meet  us  ?t 
Keithron's  Chapel  Baptist  Church  and  help  us  to  raise  this  great  financial 
debt  now  pending.  We  have  you  in  our  budget  for  $50.00  Say  will  you  meet 
us  there?    The  response  came  from  the  Auxiliary — Yes!  Yes! 

The  Roll  of  Life  Members  was  called.  Many  pnswered  the  roll  c'all  by 
paying  the  amount  due.   Total  amount  raised  was  !$14  00. 

The  Committee  on  Place  reported.  (See  report)  The  report  was  adopted 
after  some  consideration  by  the  Counsellor. 
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Business  was  suspended  at  this  point  to  hear  the  Missionary  sermon  by 
Lr  W.  H.  Moore,  paster  Shiloh  Baptist  Church. 

Rev.  L.  T.  Bonds  opened  devotion  by  singing  hymn  No.  674,  "O  for  a  faith 
that  will  not  shrink,"  etc. 

I  he  Counsellor  then  arose  and  presented  the  speaker  for  the  hour 

Dr.  Moore  arose  and  asked  God  to  bless  and  accept  the  work  being  done 
here  in  this  place  and  elsewhere.    I  ask  all  in  Jesus'  name.  Amen. 

He  then  made  some  briefjremarks  about  the  good  work  being  done  by  the 
All- Baptist  Convention  that^was  now  in  session  in  Raleigh. 

He  then  announced  his  text  from  Matt.  28:19.  Words  used:  Go  ye  there- 
fore and  leach  all  Nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
cf  the  £' n  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Subject:  World-wide  Mission 

The  speaker  proceeded  to  preach  a  great  sermon.  Being  guided  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  he  lost  sight  of  himself  and  caught  sight  of  the  Heavenly  host 
assembled  around  the  throne  of  God,  giving  praise  and  honor  for  being  saved.

This  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Life  Members  and  Delegates  chosen 
by  the  different  organizations  being  entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Art.  4.  Any  woman  can  become  a  member  of  this  Auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  fifty  cents,  who  is  a  member  of  their  home  organization,  and  is  in 
good  and  regular  standing  at  home,  and  the  organization  has  been  properly 
organized  by  a  missionary  sent  out  by  this  Auxiliary. 

Art.  5.  The  delegate  shall  bear  communicating  information  to  the  work 
being  done  in  each  organization. 

Art.  6.  This  Auxiliary  shall  choose  annually  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  Reidording  and  Corresponding,  and  a  Counsellor. 

Art.  7.  The  Counsellor  shall  instruct  them  in  the  best  ways  to  be  pursued. 
The  said  Counsellor  must  be  a  Baptist  Minister  of  good  report. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  all  meetings 
and  see  that  a  proper  decorum  is  kept. 

Art.  9.  This  Auxiliary  shall  elect  Missionaries,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  each  organization  and  see  that  they  are  properly  organized.  S'aid  Mis- 
sionaries shall  instruct  them  in  ways  to  be  pursued  in  transaction  of  busi- 
ness.   Said  missionaries  must  live  above  reproach. 

Art.  10.  This  Auxiliary  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  seven 
members  chosen  annually  from  this  body,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  President.  This  Board  shall  suggest  plans  for  the  promotion  of  the 
work.

Art.  11.  The  following  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  Auxiliary.  1st.  Committee  on  Hours  of  Meeting;  2nd.  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance and  Accounts;  3rd.  Committee  on  Place  of  next  session. 

Art.  12.  Each  officer  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dents  for  each  office  they  hold  in  the  Auxiliary. 

Art.  13.  Each  organization  shall  send  $1.00  to  the  Executive  Board  to  de- 
fray its  expenses. 

Art.  14.  This  Constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  annual  session;  provided  the  proposed  amendment 
is  offered  in  the  previous  year  and  printed  in  the  minutes. 


BYLAWS. 

Article  1.  This  Auxiliary  shall  be  opened  with  singing  and  prayer  by  the 
President  or  some  one  appointed  by  her. 

Art.  2.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  and 
adopted. 

Art.  3.  Persons  invited  to  seats  within  the  bar,  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
speaking  on  any  question,  but  shall  not  vote. 

Art.  4.  Each  person  when  rising  to  speak  shall  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  point  in  question. 

Art.  5.  No  speaker  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking  unless  their  re- 
marks are  foreign  to  the  question  under  discussion. 

Art.  6.  When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time  and  claim  the  floor,  the 
President  shall  give  preference  to  the  one  farthest  off. 

Art.  7.  Members  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  same  question 
without  permission. 

Art.  8.    No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  discussion. 

Art.  9.  A  motion  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  President 
before  discussion. 

Art.  10.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  question  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn  or  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit, 
to  postpone  to  an  indefinite  time,  which  several  notices  shall  have  prece- 
dence to  order  in  which  they  are  treated. 

Art.  11.  No  member  shall  absent  themselves  from  the  Auxiliary  without 
the  consent  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  if  they  do,  their  absence  shall  be  noted  in 
the  minutes. 

Art.  12.  All  questions  except  the  Constitution  may  be  decided  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes. 

Art.  13.  The  Auxiliary  shall  have  a  right  to  decide  what  subject  shall  be 
admitted  for  discussion. 

Art.  14.  A  motion  shall  be  divided  into  sections  or  amended  or  withdrawn 
by  the  mover. 

Art.  15.  No  organization  shall  hold  her  business  meeting  on  the  Sabbath 
Day. 

Art.  16.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any  session  of  the 
Auxiliary  by  a  majority  of  votes.

names  of  members  elsewhere. 

A  motion  that  100  copies  of  the  Constitutions  be  printed. 

On  motion  a  part  of  the  Missionaries  expenses  be  paid  by  the  Auxiliary. 
(Carried).  Then  the  delegates  to  the  Lott  Carey  Convention  were  elected, 
which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Mesdames  A.  M.  Kea  and  H.  E.  Powell. 
After  which  business  was  suspended  to  hear  a  sermon  by  Rev.  J.  D.  McCrae 
who  was  called  to  the  rostrum  by  the  Counsellor  accompanied  by  Rev.  C.  R. 
Murray  as  alternate.  He  opened  Divine  service  by  singing,  "My  soul  be  on 
thy  guard,"  etc.  The  speaker  gave  as  a  text  Psalm  107:1.  Words  used, 
"Let  the  Redeemed  of  the  Lord  say  so."  These  were  words  used  by  David, 
the  Psalmist.  These  same  words  should  be  ours  today  as  were  David's,  said 
he  and  many  more.  Burning  words  said  he,  but  space  will  not  permit  to  put 
in  print.  Suffice  to  say,  the  sermon  was  aburning  afresh  from  the  throne 
of  God.  And  when  he  had  sat  down  the  choir  sang,  "I  heard  the  voice  of 
Jesus  say,"  &c.  Then  Mesdams  Rena  Cromartie  and  Polly  Peterson  took 
the  offering  amounting  to  $4.05. 

The  session  then  stood  adjourned  to  meet  at  Hawes  Chapel  Thursday 
A.  M.  before  the  first  Sunday  in  August,  1930  D.  V.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  Middle  Distiicc  Baprist 
Daughters  of  Zion  Auxiliary. 

Article  2.  The  object  of  this  Auxiliary  shall  be  to  assist  the  parent  body 
foster  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  in  foreign  fields. 

Article  3.  This  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Life  Members  and  delegates, 
chosen  by  the  different  organizations,  each  being  entitled  to  three  delegates. 

Article  4.  Any  woman  can  become  a  Life  member  of  this  Auxiliary  by  the 
payment  of  fifty  cents,  who  is  a  member  of  their  own  organization  at  home, 
aDd  is  in  good  and  regular  standing  at  home.  The  organization  must  be 
properly  organized  by  a  missionary  sent  out  by  this  Auxiliary. 

Article  5.  The  delegate  shall  bear  communicating  information  to  the  work 
being  done  in  each  organization. 

Article  6.  This  Auxiliary  shall  choose  annually  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
ident,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a 
Counsellor. 

Article  7.  The  Counsellor  shall  instruct  them  the  best  way  to  be  pursued. 
The  said  Counsellor  must  be  an  ordained  minister  of  good  report. 
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Article  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  all  meetings 
and  see  that  a  proper  decorum  is  kept. 

Article  9.  This  Auxiliary  shall  elect  Missionaries  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  visit  each  organization  and  see  that  they  are  properly  organized.  Said 
Missionaries  shall  instruct  them  in  ways  to  be  pursued  in  transaction  of 
business.    Said  Missionary  must  live  above  reproach. 

Article  10.  This  Auxiliary  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of 
seven  members  chosen  from  the  body,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
President.    This  Board  shall  suggest  plans  for  the  promotion  of  the  work. 

Article  11.  The  following  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session 
of  the  Auxiliary:  1st.  Committee  on  Hours  of  meeting;  2nd.  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Accounts;  3rd.  Committee  on  Place  of  Next  Session. 

Article  12.  Each  officer  shall  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
office  they  hold  in  this  Auxiliary. 

Article  13.  Each  organization  shall  send  $1.00  to  the  Executive  Board  to 
defray  its  expenses. 

Article  14.  This  Constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  annual  session;  provided  the  proposed  amendment 
is  offered  in  the  previous  year  and  printed  in  the  minutes. 


BY-LAWS. 

Article  1.  This  Auxiliary  shall  be  opened  by  singing  and  prayer  by  the 
President  or  some  one  appointed  by  her. 

Article  2.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected 
and  adopted. 

Article  3.  Persons  invited  to  seats  within  the  bar  shall  have  privilege  of 
speaking  on  any  question  but  shall  not  vote. 

Article  4.  Each  person  when  rising  to  speak  shall  call  the  attention  of  th* 
President  to  the  point  in  question. 

Article  5.  No  speaker  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking  unless  their  re- 
marks are  foreign  to  the  question  under  discussion. 

Article  6.  When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time  and  claim  the  floor, 
the  President  shall  give  preference  to  the  one  farthest  off. 

Article  7.  Members  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject 
without  permission. 

Article  8.   No  motion  shall  be  withdrawn  after  discussion. 

Article  9.  Motion  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  President 
before  discussion. 

Article  10.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  question  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn  or  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  com- 
mit, to  postpone  to  an  indefinite  time,  which  several  notices  shall  have  prece- 
dence to  order  in  which  they  are  treated. 

Article  11.  No  member  shall  absent  themselves  from  the  Auxiliary  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  if  they  do,  their  absence  shall  be  noted 
in  the  minutes. 

Article  12.    All  questions  except  the  Constitution  shall  be  decided  by  a 

majority  of  votes. 

Article  13.  The  Auxiliary  shall  have  a  right  to  decide  what  subject  shall 
de  admitted  for  discussion. 

Article  14.  A  motion  may  be  divided  into  sections,  or  amended,  or  with- 
drawn by  the  mover. 

Article  15.   No  organization  shall  hold  its  meeting  on  the  Sabbath  Day. 

Article  16.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any  session  of 
the  Auxiliary  by  a  majority  of  votes.
